AT THOORGDE! 


The Bodies of the Dead Anarchists Are 
Viewed by Thousands—Their 
Funerals Occur To-morrow. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The doors of the 
undertaking establishment were open at 
6 o'clock this morning and the crowd 
began to file in. 
Only the bodies of 
Parsons and Fischer were left. 
Oc- 
casionally some curious person would 
mutter something as he gazed upon the 
up turned and distorted faces of tbe 
dead, but most of the people passed on 
silently. 


At 9:30 o'clock the doors were closed. 
At that time there was a big crowd out- 
side. It is estimated that four or five 
thousand people bad viewed the re- 
mains* A half hour later the bodies 
were removed to the residences of the 
dead anarchists. 
No excitement at- 
tended the transfer of the remains. 
Fielden and Schwab will be taken to 
Joliet to-day. 


THEIB FUNEBAIIS TO-MOBBOW. 


It is probable that the eity authorities 
will refuse to allow the friends of the 
executed auarchists to carry out their 
program respecting the funerals set for 
to-morrow.

Mrs. Schwab and her two children, 
together with Mrs. Schnaubelt, came 
about 9 o'clock, and Fielden and Schwab 
were released from their cells. 
Schwab 
conversed with his wife and her mother 
for nearly two hours. They were sep- 
arated bv a partition of iron bars and 
wire nettings. 
Before the 
parting, 
Schwab fondly kissed the children many 
times and hugged them, and retired sadly 
to his cell. Mrs. Schwab retired weep- 
ing. 


Mrs. Fielden carried a baby in her 
arms and with her was a neighbor, who 
led Fielden's little ^ 1 . 
Mrs. Fielden 
cried a great deal while talking with her 
husband. About 11:45 the men parted 
with their wives and were then brought 
out into the Jail ofBce, where W. A. 
Foster, one of the counsel in the trial, 
ttdked to them and bid them good-bye. 
A few minutes after 12 the men, securely 
ironed, were taken in a carriage to the 
depot.

STEAMER LOST. 


A Steamer, With All Her Passengers, 
Supposed to Have Gone Down 
Near Quebec. 


QUEBEC, NOV. 12.—It is feared here 
that the steamer Montmagny, plying 
between this point and St. Thomas, has 
been lost, as nothing has been heard of 
her since leaving port. It is supposed 
the steamer, which carried a large num- 
ber of passengers, went down in the ter- 
rific storm of yesterday. It is believed 
that many marine disasters have oc- 
curred. 


The German Crown Prince. 


BBBLIN, NOV. 12.—Dr. Schraeter de- 
clares the disease from which the crown 
prince is suffering is cancer. 
He pro- 
poses to perform the dangerous opera- 
tion of tracheotomy and completely ex- 
tirpate the cancer. This, he thinks, will 
prolong the patient's life three or four 
years.

The Whole Universe Was Oneo a Complete 
Cadence—Discord lirouglit Aboat by Site 
—The Human Intellect Out of Tune—How 
to Restore Harmony. 
BROOKLYN-, NOV. fi.—The main feature 
in the mnsic of the Brooklyn tabernacle is 
tbe congregational ainging.

The earth is diametered and circumfer« 
enced with discord, and the mn-iic that was 
rendere<l at the laying of tbe world's cor- 
ner s'one, when the moititng stars saog 
togeth«>r, is not heard now; 
and thongh 
here end there, from 
this and that part of 
society, and from this and that part of tbe 
earth, there comes np a thrilling solo of 
love, or a warble of worship, or a sweet 
duet of patience, they are drowned out by 
a discord that shakes tbe earth. 


Paul says: "Tbe whole creation groan- 


sands heartily participated. Prof. Browne 
gave oh the oi-gan Scherzo, opus Gl, by 
Mendelssohn. 
The Rev. T. De Wilt Tal- 
mage, D. !>., expounded a chapter in tbe 
first book of Samuel, where Saul, pos- 
^ sessed of ((n evil (Spirit, threw a javeliu at 
= David, who was playing on the harp be- 
fore him, thus 
showing that tbe evil 
spirit does not like, sacred music. 
The 
tnbjiact df the sermon was "Concord and 
Discord,". and tbe text was from Job 
xxxviii, 6, 7: "Who laid the corner stone 
thereof; when the morning stars sang to- 
gether?" Dr. Talmage said: 


We have all seen the ceremony at the 
layiBs of the comer stone of church, 
asylum, or Masonic temple. Into the hol- 
low of the stone were placed scrolls of 
-hist(H-y and important documents to be 
suggestive if one or two hnndred years 
after the building should be destroyed by 
lira or torn down. 
We rememl^r the 
silver trowel or iron hammer that smote 
. the sqnare piece of granite into sanctity. 
We remember some venerable man who 
presided, wielding the trowel or hammer. 
We remember also the mnsic as the choir 
stood on the scattered stones and timber 
of tbe building about to be constructed. 
The leaves of the notebooks fluttered in 
the wind and were turned over with a great 
rustling, and we remember how the bass, 
baritone, tenor, contralto, and soprano 
voices commingled. 
They had for many 
days been rehearsing the special program, 
that it might be worthy of the corner stone 
laying. 


In my text the poet of Uz calls ns to a 
grander 
ceremony—the 
laying 
of the 
foundation of this great temple of a world. 
. The comer stone was a block of light, and 
the trowel was of celestial ciystal. 
All 
about and on the embankments of cloud 
stood tbe nnielic choristers, unrolliag their 
librettos of overture, and other worlds 
slapped shining cymbals while the cere- 
mony went on, and God, the architect, by 
stroke of light after stroke of li^ht, dedi- 
cated this great cathedral of a world, with 
mouniaios for pillars, and sky for frescoed 
ceiling, and flowering fields for floor, and 
sunrise 
and 
midnight aurora for up- 
holstery. 
"Who laid the corner stone 
thereof, when the morning stars sang to- 
gether?" 


The fact is that the whole universe was a 
complete cadence, an unbroken dithyramb, 
a nxusical portfolio. 
The great sheet of 
immensity has been spread out, and writ- 
ten on it were the stars, the smaller of 
them minims, the larger of them sustained 
notes. 
The meteors marked the staccato 
passage, the whole heavens a gamut, with 
all sounds, intonations and modulations, 
the space l^tween the worlds a iiusical in- 
terval, trembling of stellar light a quaver, 
the thunder a base clef, the wind among 
trees a treble clef. 
That is the way God 
made all things, a perfect harmony. 


But one day a harp string snapped in 
the great orchestra. 
One 
day a voice 
sounded out of tune. 
One day a discord, 
harsh and terrific, grated upon the glorious 
antiphone. 
It was sin that made the dis- 
sonance, and that harsh discord has been 
sounded through the centuries. 
All the 
work of Christians, and philanthropists, and 
reformers of all ages, is to stop that dis- 
cord and get all thing backs into the perfect 
harmony which was heard at the laying of 
tbe corner stone when the morning stars 
sang together. Before I get through, if I am 
divinely helped, I will make it plain that 
Bin is discord and' righteousness is har- 
mony. 


That things in general are out of tune is 
as plain as to a musician's ear is the un- 
happy clash of clar.onet and bassoon in an 
orchestral rendering. 


Tbe world's health out of tune: 
Weak 
lung and the atmosphere in collision, dis- 
ordered eye and noonday light in quarrel, 
rheumantic limb and damp weather in 
struggle, neuralgias, and pneumonias, and 
consomptions, and epilepsies in 
flocks 
swoop 
upon neighborhood and 
cities. 
Where you find one person with sound 
throat, and keen eyesight, and alert ear, 
and eiisy respiretion, and regular pulsa- 
tibnj and supple limb, and prime digestion, 
and steady nerves, you find a hundred who 
. bave to be very careful because this, or that, 
or the other physical function is disor- 
dered. 


The human intellect out^ of tune: 
The 
jndgment wrongly swerved, or the memory 
leaky, or the will weak, or the temper in- 
flammable, and the well-balanced mind ex- 
ceptional. 
Domestic life out of tune: 
»Only here and there a conjugal outbreak 
of incompatibility of temper tliroush the 
divorce courts, or a filial outbreak about a 
father's will through the surrogate's court, 
or a case of wife V)ealing or husband poi- 
soning through tbe criminal courts, but 
thoasands of families Witti June outside 
and January within. 


Society out of tune: 
Labor and capital; 
their hiinds on each, other's tIiro.it. 
tSpirit 
of caste keeping tbbse down in the social 
scale in a s!ruir!^le to get up, and putting 
those who are op in anxiety less they have 
to come down. No wonder tbe old piano- 
forte of society is all out of tune, when 
by I ocri-y, and lying, and subterfuge, and 
double dealin g, and svcophaiicy, and char- 
latanism, and revenge have for (j,OU(» years 


woodlark, and the canory, and the plover, 
sometimes sing so sweetly that their notes 
have been wri ten ont in musical notation, 
and it is found that the cuckoo sings in the 
key of .D, and that the cormorant is a basso 
in the,Wii|ged choir, yet sportsman's gun 
and thé ntttumnal 'blast often leave them 
milled and bleeding, or dead in the meadow 
or forest. Paul was right, for the groan in 
nature drowns oat the prima donnas of the 
sky. 


Tartini, the great 
masical composer, 
dreamed one night that he made a contract 
with Satan, the latter to be ever in the 
composer's service. 
Bat one night 
he 
handed to Satan a violin, on which Dia- 
bolns played such sweet music that the 
composer was awakened by the emotion 
and tried to reproduce the sounds, 
and 
therefrom was written Tartini's most fa- 
mous piece, entitled the "Devil's Sonata," 
a dream ingenios but faulty, for all melody 
descends from Heaven, and only discords 
ascend &om hell. 
Alt hatreds, fends, con- 
troversies, backbitings, and revenges are 
tbe devil's sonata, are diabolic fugne, are 
demoniac phantasy, are grand march of 
doom, are allegro of perdition. 


But if in this world things in general are 
out of tune to our frail ear, how much 
more so to ears angelic and deific. It takes 
a skilled artist fully to appreciate disagree- 
ment of sound. 
Many have no capacity to 
detect a defect of musical execution, and, 
though there were in one bar as many of- 
fenses against harmony as could crowd in 
between the lower F of the bass and the 
higher G of the soprana, it would give 
them no discomfort, while on the forehead 
of the educated artist beads of perspiration 
would stand out as a result of the harrow- 
ing dissonance. 
W'hile an amateur was 
performing on a piano and had just struck 
the wrong chord, John Sebastian Bach, tbe 
immortal composer, entered the room, and 
the amateur rose in embarrassment, and 
Bach rushed past the host, who stepped 
forward to greet him, and before tbe key- 
board bad stopped vibrating, put his adroit 
hand apon the keys and changed the 
painful inharmonj into glorious cadence. 
Then Bach turned au<t gave salutation to 
the host who had invited him. 


But the worst of all discords is moral 
discord. 
If society and the world are pain- 
fully discordant to imperfect man, what 
must tbey be to a perfect God? 
People 
try to define what sin is. It seems to me 
that sin is getting out of harmony with 
God, a disagreement with his holiness, 
with His purity, with His love, with His 
commands; our will clashing with His will, 
the finite dashing against the infinite, the 
frail against the puissant, the crcated 
against the Creator. 
If a thousand mu- 
sicians, with flute, and cornet-a-piston, 
and trumpet, and violoncello, and haut- 
boys, and trombone, and all the wind and 
stringed instruments that ever gathered in 
a Dusseldorf jubilee, shoald resolve that 
they would play out of tone and put con- 
cord to the rack, and make the place wild 
with shrieking, and grating, and rasping 
sounds, they could not make such a pande- 
monium as that which rages in a sinful 
soul when God listens to tbe play of its 
thoughts, passions,and emotions—discord, 
lifelong discord, maddening discord. 
The 
world pays mote for discord than it does 
for consonance. 
High prices have been 
paid for music. 
One man gave $2'25 to 
hear the Swedish songstress in New York, 
and another $625 to henr her in Boston, 
and another $G50 to hear her in Provi- 
deuce. 
Fabulous prices have been paid 
for sweet sounds, but far more has been 
paid for discord. 
The Crimean war cost 
$1,700,000,GOO, and our American civil war 
over 
500,000,0(»0, and the war debts of 
professed Christian nations are about $15,- 
(J0(»,0(;0,000. The world pays for this red 
ticket, which admits it to the saturnalia of 
broken bones, and death agonies, and de- 
stroyed cities, and plowed graves, 
and 
crashed hearts, any amount of 
money 
Satan asks. 
Discord! 
Discord! 


But I have to tell yoa that the song that 
the morning stars sang together at the lay- 
ing of the world's corner stone is to be re- 
sumed again. 
Mozart's greatest overture 
was composed one night when he was 
several times overpowered with sleep, and 
artists say they can tell the places in the 
music where he was falling asleep and the 
places where he awakened. 
So the over- 
ture of t he morning stars spoken of in my 
text has been asleep, but it will awaken 
and be more grandly rendered by the even- 
ing stars of the world's existence than by 
the morning stars, and the vespers will be 
sweeter than the matins. 
The work of all 
good men and women and of all good 
chuiches and all reform associations is to 
bring the race back to the original 
har- 
mony. 
The rebellious heart to be attuned, 
social life to be attuned, commercial ethics 
to be aituuecl, inte rnationality to be at- 
tuned, hemispiieres to Le attuned—but by 
what force and in what way? 


In olden time tbe choristers had a tun- 
ing fork with twe prongs, and they would 
strike it on the back of pew or music rack 
and put it to the ear and then start the 
tune, and all the other voices would join. 
In modern orchestra the leader has a com- 
plete instrument, richly attuned, and he 
sounds that, and all the other perforruers 


ing the 1 edals. 


On all sides there is a perpetual ship- 
wrecb of harmonies. 
Nations in discord. 
"Wiihont realizing it, so wrong is the feel- 
in of nition that the symbols chosen are 
fierce and destructive. 
In thi-i country, 
where our skies ere fall of robins and 
doves ond morniníí larks, we have for na»- 


b en banging away at the keys and stamp- turn the keys of their instruments to make

them correspond, and sound the bow over 
the string, and listen, and sound out over 
again, until all the keys are screwed to con- 
cert pitch, and the discords melt into one 
great symphony, and the curtain hoists, 
and the baton taps, and audiences are 
raptured wi.h Schumann's "Paradise and 
the Peri" or Possinni's ".Stabat Mater" or 


tional symbol tbe fierce and filthy eagle, aS Bach's "Magnificat" in D or Gounod's "Re- 
limmoral a bird as can be found in all the | demption." 
<wuilho!og cal catalogues. 
lu Great Brit- 
ian, wbeie tbey have lambs and fallow 
deer, their symbol is the merciless lion. 
In Kussia, where from between her frozen 
north and blooming south aT kindly beasts 
dwell, they choose the growling bear; and 
In the world's heraldry a favorite figure is 
the dragon, which is a winged serpent, fe- 
rocious and deathful. And so fond is the 
world of contention that we climb out 
through the heavens and baptize one of 
|he other Idanets , with the spirit of battle, 
and call it Mars, after tbe god of war, and 
we give to the eighth sign of the zodiac the 
name of the scori ion, a creature which is 
chiefly celebrated 
for its deadly sting. 


A few days ago I was in Fairbanks 
weighing scale manufactory of Vermont. 
Six hundred hands, and they have never had 
a strike. Comj lete harmony between labor 
and capital, the operatives of scores of 
years in their beuntiful homes nearby the 
mansions of tbe manufacturers, whose in- 
vention and Christain behavior made the 
great enterprise. 
So all the world over 
labor and capital will be brought into 
euphony. 
You may have heard what is 
called the "Anvil Chorus," composed by 
Verdi, a tune played by h immers, 
great 
and small, now \iith mighty stroke, and 
now with heavy stroke, beating the great 
iron anvil. 
That is^what the world has got 


Bat. after all, these symbols are expressive j to come to—anvil chorus, yard stick choms. 
of the way nation ieels toward nation. 
Discord wiile as the continent and bridging 
the seas. 
I suppose you have noticed how 
warmly in love dry goods stores are with 
other dry goods stores, and how highly 
grocerymen think of the sugars of the gro- 
ceiymen on tbe same block. 
And in what 
a eulogistic way allopathic and homa>o- 
E 
hatic doctors speak of each other, and 
ow ministers will sometimes put ministers 
on that beautiiiil cooking 
instiument, 
which the English call aspic, an iron roller

state's prison ottensc. 
Aye, all 
things 
shall be attuned. 
Electio'ne in England 
and the United States will nc more be a 
gyand carnival of defamation and scurrilitv-, 
but the elevation of righteous men in'a 
righteous way. 


In tbe sixteenth century the singers, 
called the Fischer brothers, reached the 
lowest bass ever recorded, and the h.'ghest 
note ever thrilled was by La Bastan^elia, 
and Catalini's voice had a compass of three 
add a half octaves, but Christianity is 
more wonderful, for it rons all np a 3d 
down the greatest heights and the deepest 
depths of the world s necessity, and it will 
compass everything and bring it in accord 
with the song which the ^orning stars 
sang at ihe laying of the World's corner 
stone. 
All the sacred musia in homes and 
concert halls and churches tends toward 
this consummation. 
Make it more and 
more hearty. 
Sing in your familie.s. 
Sin g 
in your placcs of business. 
If we with 
proper spirit use these faculties, we are 
rehearsing for the skies. 


Heaven is to have a new song, an en- 
tirely new socg, but I should not wonder if, 
as sometime on earth a tune is fashioned 
out of many ttmes, or it io one tune with 
the variations, so some of the songs of the 
redeemed may have playing through them 
the songs of earth, and how thrilling as 
coming through the great anthem of the 
saved, accompanied by harpers with their 
harps, and trumpeters with their trumpets, 
we should hear some of the strains of 
Antioch, find Mount Pisgah, and Corona- 
tion, and Lenox, and St. Martin's, and 
Fountain, and Ariel, and Old Hundred. 
How they would bring to mind the praying 
circles, and communion days, and the 
Christmas festivals, and the church wor- 
ship in which on earth we mingled! I have 
no idea that when we bid farttwell to earth 
we are to bid farewell to all these grand 
old Gospel hymns which melted and rap- 
tured 
our souls for so 
many 
years. 
Now, 
my 
friends, 
if 
sin 
is 
discord 
and righteousnoas is harmony, let us get 
out 
of 
the 
one and 
enter the other. 
After our dreadful civil war was over, and 
in the summer of 18(iii, a great national 
peace jubilee was held in Bost«n,and as an 
elder of this church had been honored by 
the selection of some of his music, to be 
rendered on that occasion, I accompanied 
him to the jubilee. 
Forty thousand peo- 
ple sat and stood in tbe great Coliseum 
erected for that purpose. 
Thousands of 
wind and stringed instruments. 
Twelve 
thousand trained voices. Tbe masterpieces 
of all ages rendered, hour after hour, and 
day after day—Handel's "Judas Macca- 
beus," Spohr's "Last Judgment," Beetho- 
ven's "Mount of Olives," Haydn's "Crea- 
tion," Mendelssohn's "Elijah," Meyerbeer't 
"Coronation March," rolling on and up it 
surges that billowed against tbe heavens< 
The mighty cadence within were accom* 
panied on the outside by the ringing of th* 
bells of the city and cannon on the com- 
mons, in exact' time with the music dis* 
charged by electricity, thundering . theii 
awful bars of a harmony that astounded all 
nations. 


Sometimes I bowed my head and wept. 
Sometimes I stood up in the enchantment, 
and sometimes the etfect was so over- 
powering I felt I could not endure it 
When all the voices were in full chorus, 
and all the batons in full wave, and all the 
orchestra in full triumph, and a hundred 
anvils under mighty hammers were in full 
clang, and all the towers of the city rolled 
in their majestic sweetness, and the whole 
building quaked with the boom of thirty 
cannon, Parepa Bosa, with a voice that 
will never again be eqnaled on earth until 
the archangelic voice proclaims that time 
shall be no longer, rose above all other 
sounds in her rendering of our national 
air, the "Star Spangled Banner." 
It was 
too much for a mortal, and quite enough 
for an immortal, to hear, and while som^ 
fainted, one 
womanly 
spirit, released 
under its power, sped away to be with God. 


O Lord, our God, quickly usher in the 
whole world's peace jubilee, and all islands 
of the sea join tbe five continents, and all 
the voices and musical instruments of ail 
nations combine, and all the organs that 
ever sounded requiem of sorrow sound only 
a grand march of joy, and all the bells that 
tolled for burial ring for resurrection, and 
all the cannon that ever hurled death 
across the nations sound to eternal victory, 
and over all the acclaim of earth and min- 
strelsy of Heaven there will be heard one 
voice sweeter and mightier than any hu- 
man or angelic voice—a voice once full of 
tears, but then full of triumph—the voice 
of Christ saying: "I am Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the end, the first and the 
last." 
Then at the laying of the top stone 
of the world's history the same voices shall 
be heard as when, at the laying of the 
world's comer stone, "the morning stars 
sang together." 


A Word to Cliurch Ushers. 


The matter of church attendance and 
the reasons for neglect of church wor- 
ship have been much discussed. 
Mauy 
worthy citizens, mechanics, clerks, use- 
ful men in all the various branches of 
business, with interesting families, yet 
limited ill the means of enabling them 
to move in society in the style 
of 
some others, and therefore all the more 
sensitive, are detained from worship on 
this account, when they would 
gladly 
attend with their families. 
Occasion-

Soon a rich and fashionably- 
dressed couple appear at the entrance 
and are at once recognized by the usher 
and shown a desirable seat. 
The poor 
mechanic or clerk and his wife turn 
back in disgust, feeling tJiat it is no 
place for them, and feeling no desire 
ever to go to that church again. 
Tlie 
pastor may preach and exemplify the 
gospel in its true spirit with 
fidelity, 
and be in true pastoral sympathy with 
them at heart, but his ushor has done, 
it may be thoughtlessly, more to coun- 
teract his preaching than he can over- 
come for months, and the prejudice is 
created against the whole associated 
membership of that church. 
This dis- 
courtesy is remarked upon to the other 
associates of this mochaniu and h:s 
wife, and they also feel the more indif- 
ferent to church attendance. 
The ex- 
ample cited is not hypothetical, but of 
a kind that frequently occurs.

THE OLD ROMAN. 


The Great Speech of HOB. Alien G. 
Thnrman, Delivered at Ken- 
ton, Ohio. 


He Deprecates Sectional Strife—The 
Democracy Urged to Stand by 
the Old Landmarks. 


The old-time ring 
speared 
in the 
speech recently delivered at Kenton, Ohio, 
by the Hon. Allen G. Thnrman. 
The old 
Komun spoke as follows: 


"The hrst subjcct 1 want to talk to you 
about is the danger of sectionalism. 
At 
this day the danger is that the people of 
this country wilt div.dS politically on geo- 
graphical lines. Never were more piophetic 
words spoken to a people than those of 
George Washington in which he warned 
his countrymen of the daggers arising from 
the organization of pohtical parties on 
secttonal lines. 
Andrew Jackson 
also 
raised his voice in warning against such 
evils, and no finer specimens of oratory 
exist than the appeals of Webster and Clay 
while waminK the people of tms same dan- 
ger. 
Have we not had sufficient experience 
to see that these are the warnings of wise 
men? 
Have wo not, in this generation, 
passed throngh a terrible war, and what- 
ever may be said of it, the spirit of section- 
alism was one of the great causes in pro- 
ducing it. 
At present we And ourselves a 
united people with the prospects of becom- 
ing more so than our forefathers ever ex- 
pected. 
But still, what do we hear? 
Out 
of every ten speeches made by members of 
the Republican party, nine are devoted 
more or less to the solid South. 
Every art 
of the politician of rhetoric and speech that 
will excite the people of the North against 
the people of the Sonth is employed to-day. 
And why is this? 
Why are they so em- 
ployed? Plainly because they want to make 
a solid North that can inle this c o u n ^ 
and 
keep 
Bepablicans 
in 
office fur 
generations to come. 
By this means they 
hope to rule this c o n n ^ , and I say there 
is nothing more unpatriotic than that. 
It 
is wrong to have the South solid for one 
party; it is jnst as wrong to have the North 
solid for another. 
They condemn them- 
sel\ es by their own actions in attempting 
to maintain a solid North. But what is this 
solid South? 
The ghost that disturbs the 
sleep of Gov. Foraker [laughter;, and 
raises goblins and hobgoblins tuat disturb 
my usually steady friend John Sherman 
lapplausej. 
What made the solid Southr 
Don t tbey know that before the war there 
was no solid Soutn? 
Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee generally, Georgia almost always, 
and Florida and Louisiana freipientb' cast 
their electoral votes for Whig candidates 
and against the Uemocrats. 
Neither was 
the Nortli solid. 
State after State that is 
now Republican cast its vote against the 
Whigs, while New Hampshire and New 
Jersey were Democratic, and Pennsylvania 
was known as the Keystone State of 
Democracy, while Ohio voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket nearly as oiten as the Whig. 
It Was not until the Republican party 
sprang into existence in 1 b'50 that sectional 
lines were drawn, and the people on one 
side fell into one party, the people on 
the other 
fell into another, and their 
consolidation 
did not tuke 
place 
tdl 
after the war. The Supreme Court, throngh 
its Chief Justice, Salmon P. Chase, said 
that this was a great, indestructible union 
of States; that the General Government 
was indissoluble, and the State Govern- 
ments were the same. But did tbe Federal 
leaders accept this decision? 
They had 
taught the people th it this court was the 
final appeal, the highest authority on such 
questions, but when that court held that 
this was an indissoluble Union, and that 
no State, even by going into rebellion, 
conld lose its statehood, what did the lead- 
ers of this party do' 
Even before this 
opinion was renderered Charles Sumner 
introduced a long set of resolutioas in the 
Senate setting forth that tbe 
Southern 
States had abdicated their sovereiynty and 
must be ruled as Territories by Congress. 
The result was that when tbe war ended, 
by an act of the voice of the people, thou- 
sands of white men were disfranchised, 
while every colored man was allowed to 
vote. 
And in order to carry this scheme 
out the South was divid d up into districts, 
and each district was put under the su- 
pe, vision of a Brigadier General. 
And 
furthermore, to consolidate 
and 
keep 
consolidated 
the 
colored 
votes, 
the 
Freedman's 
Bureau 
was 
given 
thou- 
sands 
of 
acres 
of 
abandoned 
lands; in fact, they were not abandoned, 
unless the death of the father and scatter- 
ing of his family abandons their lands. 
Congress appropriated millions of dollars 
for its support, and under the laws enacted 
for its management the white man could 
not employ the colored without the super- 
vision oi the bureau or the Brigadier Gen- 
eral. But the war did not stoj) there. The 
agents of the Fr»?edman'8 Bureau gathered 
the colored people into oath-bound leagneg, 
and they were sworn never to vote anything 
but the Kepublicau ticket. 
They thus 
hoped to make the States where tbe negroe s 
were in tbe ma ority solidly Kepublican 
and keep the others solid for a while by 
disfranchising the whites, and maiu:ain 
the Kepublican party in power. 
Is it 
strange, then, that tinder such a system 
tbe white men began to feel the heel of the 
negro on their necks? 
Is it strange that 
they have no love for the Kepublican 
party? 
And what was cue result? 
When 
tiie white men of the South were enfr.m- 
chised they voted with the men of the 
North who had shown a desire for justice 
and some compassion in their behalf. 


"But the South had worse things than 
that to contend against. 
When I was in 
the Senate there wer^ men there from the 
Northern States who had gone to the Souih 
simply for political preference and to In- 
come rich off the people. 
Thej- were tbe 
carpet-baggers. 
E\en the State govern- 
ments were in the hands of the people. 
Why, under this rule. Sooth Carolina had 
a colored Legislature, compo-ed of sixty 
men, but two of whom could read or write, 
and they passed a bill allowing each mem- 
ber a private secretary at $5 per day to do 
his reading and writing. 
Tl ey ran that 
State into a condition of bankruptcy and 
ruin. 
There were other such governments 
in Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, and other 
States, until the whole country was ruled 
by carpet-baggers, who destroyed every- 
thing like prosperity throughout the length 
and b.eadth of the land. 
But God in His 
wisdom released them from this condition 
of affairs, and when they vote the Repub- 
licans set up a howl: 
'See the solid 
South; 
we must trample 
them 
under 
foot once 
more!' 
Why, 
John 
Sher- 
man has 
repeatedly 
said 
there 
were 
men 
in 
Congress 
from 
the 
South 
who had no business there. If this be true 
why is it that Mr. Sherman, who has been 
there so often, has found no real evidence 
of fraud in their elections? 
He has ability 
enough to find out such things. 
Nobody 
denies that he has courage enough; no one 
denies that, because the man who has the 
courage to do what he did to make Mr. 
Hayes President can never be charged 
with lacking pluck. 
And why have they 
found no remedy for it? I fear my friend 
Sherman was talking buncombe. He knows 
he is helpless him'ielf in this matter, hav- 
ing no more authority to dismiss a member 
of Congress than ha has to dismiss from 
^ e 
chaacellorshiii of Germany I'nnee 
BinSdireiE. Tbi» Itoase or Senate hbv* full 


charge of inch matters. All he waam to 
accomplish is to excite the people and 
keep the North and South divided. 
Why, 
they say it takes more people to elect Con- 
gressmen in the North than in the South. 
In Ohio about 4t>,0(M) votes are cast in 
each Congressional distriat, while in the 
South there is frequently less than half 
that number. 
This is easily explained. 
It is tbe policy of the p?OT>le of the South 
when they get a good man in Congress to 
keep him there; 
hence 
we 
find 
men 
there 
from 
the 
South 
who 
have 
served 
fifteen 
or 
twenty 
years. 
So 
when it comes timo to r«-elect him it is 
generally conceded that h a will be return- 
ed, and many people do not coioe out to 
vote. 
But they say the negroes are terror- 
i«ed, overawed and not allowed to vote, 
and they draw a picture of their condition 
which is fearful. If the negroes are butch- 
ered and maltreated as they say. whv do 
they remain in the South? 
Why don't' the 
negroes of Kentucky move over into Ohio? 
Why don't the negroes of Missouri and 
Arkansas cross the State line into the 
Northeru States, and those of Mississippi 
and Louisiana emigrate, if they are so ter- 
ribly maltreated? 
Statistics show that 
thousands of them in the South own their 
own h )me8, own real estate and are pros- 
pering, and how could the negroes have 
farms, raise stock and prosper if they were 
treated in this manner? 
No, my friends, 
that won't do. 
I appeal to you to set your 
face against this sectional feeling. 
What 
tbe Republican party wants to do is to quit 
working to pe^eluate a solid North and the 
solid ^ u t h will dissolve itself. 
As I said 
befoie, once there were few Democratic 
States in the Sonth, but now it is solid. 
They can put an end to this, but they don't 
want to. They desire to keep a solid South, 
and with a solid North rule the Democrats 
of both sections. 


"I want to say a few more woi-ds,but I am 
getting exhausted. 
I was pretty long- 
winded once, but I am pretty old now." 


These words were uttered while the old 
Roman was refreshing himself from his fa- 
mous snutf-box. 
Continaing, he said: 
want to urge you to guard carefully your 
love and respect for your Constitution. Our 
forefathers placed great reliance upon it, 
but we have found by experience that even 
the plainest language of a written Consti- 
tution is not adequate to protect the peo- 
ple. The construction put upon m;my 
parts of the Constitution is now very dif- 
ferent from what it was when I was a boy. 
There are men who believe that Congi-ess 
can do anything it pleases. 
Gentlemen, let 
this idea prevail and what will become of 
home rule? By what law do your children 
inherit your property? 
By whot law do 
you secure redress when assailed? I re- 
peat, let this idea prevail and this local 
self-government you have may be invaded 
and ruined. I want to say something about 
taxation. 
Taxes must bo levied to supply 
means for maintaining the Government, 
but how shall these taxes bo levied is a 
question on which men differ, and there 
are two modes 
of 
levying 
taxes—di- 
rect 
and inditect. 
Your General Gov- 
ernment is carried on partly by the aid 
oi direct taxe-j, but more largely by in- 
direct taxes levied by tariff laws, for a 
tariff is a tax. It is pi-oper that property 
which is protected by tue 
Government 
should be taxed. 
The indirect taxes are 
paid by tbe consumer. 
For instance, an 
importer buys in England $100 worth of 
cloth and at the custom house pays a tariff 
or tax of $40. 
When he sells that cloth to 
the merchant in Kenton of course he adds 
that $40 to it, and when that merchant 
sells the cloth tc^you, you then pa> the tax 
put upon it by the custom house officials. 
I am not going to say that the tariff will or 
ought to be abolished, but the present tariff 
system is monstrous, and should be re- 
formed. 
When we thus tax consumption 
it generally falls harder on the man who 
has no property. 
And then when taxes 
are levied directly every dollar goes into 
the Treasury, but when collected indirectly 
the effect is to raise the price of commod- 
ities, for when the manufacturer of New 
England, by reason 
of the tariff« can 
add 40 per cent, to the price of his goods 
he can frequently put every cent of that 
amount in his own pocket. 
I know of 
nobody who advocates free trade, but I do 
know that our people are growing restless 
under the pre^^ent tariff, which taxes over 
four thousand articles consumed by our 
people. 
The proper idea is to tax property 
and exempt labor, because if a man has 
nothing but his labor it is takipg irom him 
his very life blood. 
[Applause.] 


"I will tell you one thing, I am not in 
favor of raising money to run this govern- 
ment by piling op taxes on land, 
j Pro- 
longed applause. J I would like to say more 
about this tax question, but must leave it. 
I tell you one thing, however, if the gov- 
ernment does not quit piling up money at 
the rate of $1(H>,000,OOU per year, we will 
soon have to be trading coon skins to get 
our bread. 
[Applause. 1 And there is 
nothing more corrupting than this condition 
of affairs. It leads to all sorts of schemes 
in COiigress for its expenditure. 
I also in- 
tended to say something about the public: 
lands, but will not have time. 
I have said 
something about Tom Powell, and there is 
another man I wantto say something about, 
and that man is Grover Cleveland. 
'Ap- 
plause.] 
Now, my friends, I have seen a 
great many Presidents in my day, and have 
read the history of all of them, and ou my 
honor as a man. bound to tell the truth, a 
more honest, braver, truer man never tilled 
the 
Presidential 
chair.

John the BaptiisL—Jle 
was tha son of Zaclv- 
anaj, an ageu pntsi, and Et zatjeth, hw wife 
(Iiuke L, lo;, and was burn about. ix monthi» 
before Uhr.at. His btrth and work were pre- 
dicted bytUe angtíl Üabiiel (Luke L, 5-10), 
ana by Isaiah (xL, 3), and Malacui (tv., 5). Be 
grew up ia aoüiuue, ami whe i about tnirty 
yeará of age began tu preach in the wilder- 
ness of Judea. 
The preaching of John 
seemed to iiave been of a very awakening and 
alarm.ng itmd, and to have produced a iively 
Impression on tt\e minda of hia hearers; but, 
wita most, it was but temporary—they ra- 
joioed in his light for a seaKon. 'Among tbe 
hearers of Joiin was HitO'J, tlie teirarch of 
Galdee. This wicked pnnce not only heard 
him, but heard him wita delight, and reform- 
ed his conduct in mauy puint:» in conscquonue 
of his folemn warning (Mark vi, 3..»); bat 
there was one sm whicu he would not reliu- 
qui^ih. Ho had put away hw own wife and 
hud married Herudias, Uie wife of his brother 
Pbilip, he being alive. On this account John 
faithfully reproved the te:rarch, by which be 
was so mucli offended that he would have 
killed the preacher had he not feared an in- 
surrection of the people; "for all men held 
Joha to be a prophet" (Matt xiv., 
He 
went so far, however, as to shut him up in 
prison. 
The reseutmcnt of Herodiss wan 
a I ill stronger aud more implacable toward 
the man wuo had dared to reprove her sin. 
She theretore watched for some opportunity 
to wreak hervengeauce on this ^xceuentman.

Antipas tetrarch of Galilee and I'erwa. 


The first wife of Ht-rwl Antipas was s 
daughter of Aretas, k.ng of Arabia Peti-œa. 
But while she was still living, he {>erHuaded 
Herodias, grand-dau^'nter 
of Herod 
the 
Great, and wife of Antipas' 
half-brother 
Phihp, to desert her husbgnd and become his 
wife. Enraged at th:a insult to his daughter, 
Aretas made war upon Herod, and defeated, 
him with great loss—a defeat which, according 
to Josephus, was attributed by many rather 
as a punishment for Herod's murder of John 
the Baptist than for his wiciied connection 
with Herodiaa 


It was through this connection, however, 
that Herod was finally brought tu ruin. 
Hero- 
dias was am bitious that ho should obtain the 
title of king, which had been conferred upon 
his nephew Agrippa, aud persua led him to go 
to Rome to urge ms claims upon the Emperor 
Caligula. Buc he was opposed at the Koman 
court by the emissaries of Agrippa w.th so 
much success that he was banishad" for life to 
Lugdnnum, in a distant part of OauL This 
occurred A. D. 39. He is said to have after- 
ward removed to Spain, and died thera 
lAV • 
a/niner.) 


Jvhyi's 
Message to Christ.—For 
now six 
months, it may ije for more than a year, tha 
Baptist—the one man hitherto recognixed ia 
these days as a prophet, had lain a prisoner 
in the duageons of Machaerus—doubtless in 
hourly expectation of death—a man young in 
years,' but wasted with his own fiery zeai, and 
now by the shadows of his priíon-houso. But 
Antipas had not yet determined what to do 
with him. Shielding him from tbe fury of 
Herodias, aud yet dreading to let him go free, 
he still suffered him, as Felix permitted Paul 
long afterward, at Caesarea, to receive visits 
from his disciples, as if almost a-<hained to 
confine one so blameless. The rumors of 
Christ's doings had thus, all along, reached 
ttie lofty castie whore he lay, and doubtlaas 
were ^ e one great subject of his thought and 
conversation. 
AH a Jew he had cluug to Jew- 
ish ideas of the Mess.ah, expecting, appar- 
ently, a national movement which would ea- 
tabl.sh a pure theocracy, under Je.-jus. Why 
had He left him to languish in prison? Why 
had he not used his supernatural powers to 
advance the kingdom of Goo? 


The answer ot Jesus was full of calm dig- 
nity. 
làaiah, the special favorita of John, had 
given the marks ages before by which the 
Messiah should be known, and these Jesus 
proceeded at once to display to the disciples 
sent from Maohrerua 
Among the crowds 
around him, there were always mauy who had 
been attracted by th^|hopo of a miraculoua 
cure of thiir diseases or infirmities, aud these 
he forthwith summoned to his preaeuce, and 
healed. 
John would under-^taiid tho Hi;^'ni{i- 
canoe of such an ansxver, and it luft undis- 
turbed the delicacy which strank from verbal ' 
self-assertion. 
HH acts, and doubtless tiie 
words tliat accompanied them, were left tc 
ejicak for him. 
It was enough that he should 
refer tliom to liiaiah, and to what thoy had 
peea

Observers with smaller instr:v 
ments, if they have sharp eyes and use 
them faithfully, can always find enough 
to do and can do it well. But the great 
teles ?ope has two advantages which are 
decisive. 
In the first place, it collects 
more light, and so makes it possible to 
use higher magnifying powers, 
ani 
thus virtually to draw nearer to the 
i object sfciidi^itl than we can With a 
smaller one; and, in the next place, in 
conse.iuence of what is known as "dif- 
i fraction," the ima.^e of aluminous p¡;int 
made by a largo lens is smaller and 
sharper than that mad 3 by a sm ill one. 
The smaller the telescope the larger 
are the so-c-alle 1 ".spurious disks" of 
the stars, so that in the case of a close 
double star, for instance, Avlieri our 
nine-inch teIeseoj)e shows onlv an oval 
disk, the twenty-three inch shows two 
fine distinctly separated i)oints. 
It is 
tmie that the atmoppheric disturbane s, 
which always prevail to a greater or 
less extent, very seriously atiect the 
"seeing" wi'h large instruments. 
The 
"power of the prince of the air," which 
is to an astronoiner tiie very tvi)e of the 
"total 
depravity 
cf 
an 
inanimate 
thing," on nine I'lear nigh's out of ten 
deprives a great telescope of ranch of 
its just superiority, so that on an ordi- 
nary night a good observer with an 
aperture of twelve ( r lifteen inches can 
make out all that can be fairly seen 
with twenty-four or thirty inches at the 
same time., And yet the writer has 
continually verilied in his experieni^e 
the observation of Mr. Clark, who said : 
"You can always see Avith a large tele- 
scope everything shown by a smaller 
one—a little better if the seeing is 
bad; immensely better if it is good." 
But when a really good night comes, as 
once in a while it does, then to a great 
telescope heaven opens, new worlds ap- 
pear, old illusions are dissipated, and 
observations and measurements before 
beyond the reach of human skill be- 
come possible, easy, and accurate. 
In 
fact, the reasonableness of wanting 
still larger telescopes is identically the 
same ae that of wanting a telescope at 
alL 
Of course, it is impossible to pre- 
dict what discoveries will be made with 
the great Lick Telescope wheii it is 
erected on its mountain of privilege— 
very likely none. 
It is not jmssible 
now to go out at night, as some seem 
to think, and pick up "discoveries" as 
one would gather tiowers in a forest. 
But wo may be suro of this, that it will 
collect data, with mici'ometer, camera, 
and spectroscope, which will remove 
many old dilTicuIties, will clear 
up 
doubts, will 
actually 
advance 
our 
knowledge, and, what is still more im- 
portant, Avill prepare the way and how 
the steps for still higlier climbing 
toward the stars.—Prof. Younq, in Ike 
Forum, 
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Prof. Wiesner, of Vienna, has just 
called attention to an inconvenience at- 
tending the use of the electric light in 
libraries. 
It has been found that a 
l«rge number of works in the library of 
the Technical School had become very 
yellow, and this led the director of the 
establishment to ask Prof. Weisner to 
ascertain the cause of it. 
Experiment 
has shown that the coloration is due to 
light, but that it occurs only with paper 
containing ligneous substances, such as 
wood, straw, and jute, and that it does 
not take place when, through some 
chemical process, the legnine that forms 
the esseutial part of the wood is re- 
moved. The yellowing is due to a 
phenomenon of oxidation. 
Solar light 
acts more energetically than disperse ! 
daylight, which itself exerts a very 
slight action when it is much diffused, 
and especially in a very dry room. 
Gaslight is nearly harmlesi, by reason 
of the few refrangible rays that it con- 
tains, 
On, tbe contrary, as the electric 
light and, in general, all intense lumin- 
ous sources, emit numerous refrangible 
rays, they favor the yellowing. 
As re- 
gards the preservation of papers, then, 
if will be well to choose gas rather than 
the electric light for the illumination 
of 
libraries.—Revue 
International 
de V 
Electrici'e.

ferent construct on are needed. Be- 
fore the road was completed observa- 
tions in the mountains showed that 
avalanches must be provided against. 
A single avalanche covere.l the track 
for a distance of 1,¿500 feet and to the 
depth of fifty feet. The result of these 
observations was that the company 
consti ucted four and a half miles of 
snow-sheds at aa enormous expense. 


The she. 18 are ( onstructed as follows : 
On the high side of the mountain slope 
a timber crib, tilled w th stone, is con- 
structed. 
Along the entire length of 
the shed, and on the opposite side of 
the track, a timber trestle 
erected; 
strong t mber be.ims are laid from the 
top of the crib-work to the top of the 
trestle, four feet apart and at an angle 
representing the slope of the mount- 
ain as nearly as possible. 


'J hese are covered with 
four-inch 
planking, and the beams are braced 
on either side from the trestle and 
from the crib. 
The covering is placed 
at such a height as to give twenty-one 
feet headway from the under side of 
the be >m to the center of the track.

It doubtless 
happens, and not infrequently, that a 
poor but in every way deserving man 
may be compelled to go idle and hun- 
gry, but the proper amount of willing- 
ness, push, and perseverance will gen- 
erally bring him out all right. 


I have long ago come to the con- 
clusion that the greatest curse which 
can come to a man is enforced idleness.

1 have noticed, too, that many employ- 
ers there are who do not treat their 
help just right in tliis respect. 
They 
regard an employe as a cog only in the 
machinery of their business, and when 
they tind they can temporarily dispense 
with it, they do so, and depend upon 
replacing it again when they shall need 
it. 
This is wrong; better to keep the 
help at reduced pay, during a dull sea- 
son, if they want to stay under such 
conditions, than to turn faithful men 
away with no work at any price. 


But coming back to this question of 
character, it is always worth looking 
after—you go to buy a bill of goods 
from a house with whom yoii have 
never before had dealings. 
They turn

you rated, 
"Capital 
sm^ll, but is 
prompt pay; character 
and

good. 
That firm "Will hustJo arotmd 
and fill your order as promptly as 
though-'yoiir financial rating had been 
way lip in the hundreds of thousands. 
In iatot, so great is man's confidence in 
character as a guide in his estimate of 
his fellows, that sometimes he gets 
most wofully taken in; however, it is 
certainly a reasonable conclusion that 
a man who always has been honest will 
pontinue so for thirty days longer at 
any ilite. 
And, as a rule, I am glad to 
say ihe conclusion holds good. It is so 
in y0:iT business, too, I imagine. 
But

A METHOD by which the immense de- ^^^ ^F ^he store.

The lime absorbs the excess 
of moisture, and must be renewed, as 
it becomes slaked and loses its strength. 
It is equally good for putting in linen 
chests, iron safes, or wherever there is 
likely to be any mustiness owing to the 
exclusion of fresh air. 


THOUQH it is claimed as one of the 
advantages of electricity that it does not 
raise the temperature of the atmosphere 
when used for lighting, it is neverthe- 
less, says La Nature, capable, under 
certain conditions of evolving heat. 
This property is itbout to be turned to 
profitable account by the Hociete des 
Usines Llectri jues, of Berlin, who have 
announced that, in future, in addition 
to light, they will be prepared to fur- 
nish a supply of eleiilricit/ for heatmg 
purposes. 
The appliances which the 
society offer to their customers have 
been constructed in view of the use to 
which they are to be put. For instance, 
for bulling water they have contrived a 
vessel having two capes, between which 
is placed a res stance coil. 
It is stated 
that with this appliance about H pints 
of water can be raised to boiling point 
with four amperes lUO volts. 
In cer- 
tain theaters electric stoves are em- 
ployed for heating the curling tongs, 
the use of gas jets and spirit lamps be- 
ing rigorously forbidden. 


A DEFECTIVE blow-off is always a 
serious defect. 
If it is in such a con- 
dition that it will not hold water it is, 
of course, dangerous. 
All kinds of 
valves, whether straightway, globe, or 
any other form of construction yet de- 
vised for valves, are unsuitable things 
for closing blow-off pipes, 
ihey all 
have the grave defect that p eces of 
scale or other hard substances are lia- 
ble to get under the valve and prevent 
its closing; and there is no way to tell 
whether this has happened in any par- 
ticular case except by examining the 
end of the blow-off pipe after the valve 
is supposed to be closed, to see whether 
it leaks or not. Plug-cocks as they are 
ordinarily made 
are always giving 
trouble by leakage: pieces of scale or 
other gritty substances c;it the plug 
and body; they are liable to stick so 
that it is with great diMculty they can 
be opened, and various other things 
make them a source of much trouble; 
but for all this it is positively known 
at any time by a simple inspection of 
the plug itself whether it is shut or 
not, and the amount of leakage, if there 
is any, generally shows for itself around 
the plug, so we are inclined, in spite of 
its grave delects, to give preference to 
the common plug-cock over any form 
of valve, us a means of closing blow- 
off pii>es. 
But nn improved form of 
plug-cock has within a few years been 
put upon the market (originally de- 
vised in Fngland) which is. without 
question, superior to anything else for 
blow-offs, 
it is made of iron, is pro- 
tected from corrosion, by Professor 
Barff's process, and is packed with as- 
bestos. 
Wherever it has been tried it 
has given most satisfactory results, and 
is undoubtedly the best blow-off valve 
made.—The 
Locomotioe.

In Bogota, Colombia. 


Its inland and isolated situation 
made J^ogota, as a city, one of 
least progressive of the capitals 
South America, and more than 
other, perhaps, it retains its old Span- 
ish aspects. The majority of its houses 
are of one story, because of the prev- 
alence of earth(iuakes, but there are 
many of two and three stories. 
Their 
exterior is not unprepossessing, but 
with tile roofs little architectural ef- 
fect can be attempted. 
The material 
is generally adobe, or sun-dried brick, 
ami the walls receive a thickness of 
from two to three feet. 
Within-doors, 
at least the better classes live as com- 
fortably as in other parts of the world, 
and many of the private residences are 
luxuriantly appointed. 
There is in- 
variably an open interior court, called 
patio, in the center of which is perhaps 
a fountain, surrounded by numerous 
and beautiful flowers and plants which 
bloom perpetually. 
Although they 
have to be transported across the Cor- 
dilleras at ^eat cost, upon the backs 
of peons, pianos, generally of German 
manufacture, are common. 
Instead of 
carpets, which harbor fleas—the great- 
est pest of the city—a peculiar matting 
known as estera is often employed. 
The walls are usually papered, occa- 
sionally outside as well as within. The 
roofs project over the narrow sidewalk 
and furnish a partial protection from 
the rain. 
The principal streets are 
paved or macadatuaz'ed, and are built at 
right angles to each other. 
They are, 
however, narrow, and in the center of 
each is a cano, or surface sewer, often 
indifferently supplied with water, which 
conveys the refuse of the city to the

lain below. In the construction of the 
ouses but little regard is had for hy- 
gienic principles, and the sanitary 
regulations of the city are inadequate, 
or. at least indiflerently obeyed.

basements of the principal houses in

was on July 4, 1828, and a great in- 
dustr.'al parade formed part of the 
ceremonies.: The first section of the 
road, extending to Ellicott's mills, 
thirteen miles, was completed and 
opened May 22, 1830. In August < f 
that year an American locomotive en- 
gine, built by Peter Cooper, of New 
York, was put on the track. 
Its or- 
dinary rate of speed was five miles an 
hour, with one car containing twenty 
passengers. 
It continued to be a pio- 
neer in many engineering undertakings, 
and December 24, 1&52, the last rail 
was laid into Wheeling, ^'a., and on 
January, 1853, the first locomotive to 
cross the Allegheny Mountains reached 
the Ohio Kiver. 
Mr. Benjamin A. L&- 
trobe and Albert Fink (for many years 
Pool Commissioner for the trunk lines) 
were the engineers who erected moat of 
the bridges and tunnels. 
Mr. Lati-obe 
was a Philadelphian. The original cost 
of the road to Wheeling is said to have 
been $l5,0'J0,00a. 
In 185. John W. 
Garrett became a Director and the fol- 
lowing year President, and, under his 
direction, it became very successful 
financially and 
gradually extended 
westward, reaching Chicago in 1874.
